The third anntnl graduating exercises 


oftbe North Adams Training school for 
nurses wore held Wednesday afternoon at 
the hospital. Tbe desire of the committee 
in charge was carried out in regard to 
holding the exercises out-of-doors and 
about 200 people were seated on the lawn 
east of the institution and facing a plat- 
form which was used by thespeakers, the 
members of the graduating class and sev- 
eral Invited gnests. The weather was all 
that could be desired and the exercises 
passed off in a most pleasing and satisfac- 
tory manner. 


The raised platform contained a profu" 


sion of flowers and ferns and the scene 
was a very attractive one. The large cor- 
ridor on tthe first floor of the hospital was 
a bower of lovhness, with its trimmings 
of bright red autumn leaves, aspurague, 
golden rod, ferns and bouquets. The rail" 
ing of the stairway which leads to tho sec- 
ond etory * as bound with wreaths ot the 
dainty clematis and added much to the 
general attract!venass. 


The exercises began at 3 o'clock and 


program was opened with prayer by Rev. 
J. C. Tebbetts. Mrs. Wilson Curtis and 
Mrs. J. Mortimer Darby rendered a beau- 
tiful selection entitled "Carmlna" by Lane, 
with David Roberts as accompanist. 


Report of School. 


Miss Pike, superintendent of the hospi- 


tal, read an interesting report of the 
training school. In speaking of the need 
of the school she said: "The training 
school is now an acknowledged fact and 
necessity to the public, it is becoming 
evident constantly that there are oppor- 
tunities and a future for the school." 
.Realizing too keenly the want of proper 
accommodations and advantages for the 
work she says: 
"Our limitations are 


great unfortunately, and we cannot 
enlarge our capacity for work until such 
time as some provision is made for our 
nurses in the way of better accommoda- 
tions. It is the pressing need of the .hos- 
pital and until that time we arc crippled." 
Miss Pike dwelt at length upon the advis- 
ability and absolute necessity of having a 
nurse's home separate from the institution. 
There were one hundred calls for nurses 
during the past year and sixty-eight of 
that number were responded to. There 
were fourteen applicants for admission to 
the school, eleven of which were accepted 
as pupil nurses, and three of which 
dropped out. Miss Pike, for the class, 
thanked the board of control for the aid 
and encouragement given in the work; 
the physicians (or the lectures and attend" 
ance during the nurses' illness and for 
their loyalty to the school, and to the 
many Interested friends. 


Dr. O. J. Brown made the address for 


the regular staff of physicians and hi* 
words were listened to with marked at- 
tention by the audience and graduates.

ence. As I understand it there is an un- 
written law, perhaps in some medical 
societies a written law, that if a physi- 
cian discovers a new method of treatment 
or a new remedy it Is his duty to lay it un- 
reservedly before the members of bis pro- 
fession for their free and unrestricted 
use In their own practice, or in their 
classes of instruction. 


This knowledge may be obtained by the 


individual perhaps only after years of 
hard study and costly experiment and yet 
the medical world directly and the entire 
world Indirectly are given the full beiefit 
of what may have been his life's work. 
In fact, if I am not mistaken In my under- 
standing of it, the refusal to so impart 
such knowledge is one of the strong 
causes for putting a doctor where he can- 
not be recognized as a physician of legu- 
litT standing. 


Our Training School for Xur»v» 


receives the benefit of this liberality, to a 
remarkable degree, for here the student 
sees physicians of diflercut shades of be-- 
lief and methods of practice all loyally 
working for the perfection of our hospi- 
tal and to make (Lie training school for 
nurses of the greatest possible value. 
Few institutions offer this peculiar advan- 
tage. Here the student has the opportu- 
nity for watching the effects of different 
methods of treatment and to become 
familiar with carrying out instructions of 
physician!) of different schools of practice. 


It is not for me to attempt to give tech- 


nical advice to this graduating class. But 
could I be permitted as a business man to 
give you a single word to carry with you 
as a sort of talisman, it Would be the

In your calling will be found many se- 


vere tests of loyalty. It Is no easy matter 
always to be Joyal to pnesclf, but it is still 
harder to be loyal to one from whom we 
receive instructions when we may not 
understand the details of the plan upm 
which he is working. I am told that 
some trained nurses, usually graduate of 
our larger training schools are somewhat 
m disfavor with physicians, for the reason 
of their assuming too much independence 
concerning the physician's instructions 
and displaying before the patient a lack 
of confidence in the course of treatment 
directed.

shown by yon SB Individuals in the course 
of your study and training, we believe 
this criticism will never be made concern- 
ing you. Your sense of loyalty will guide 
you aright. Should you over be placed in 
the trying position ot receiving direoti ons 
irotn a physician unworthy of the pa" 
ttcnts' confidence and your own, or should 
you clearly see that certain treatment was 
injuring tho condition of the patient, we 
believe your senbe of loyalty would lead 
you first to frankly tell the physician 
your opinion, formed by faithtully watcb- 
ing the ettects of medicine and diet. Coulfi' 
you no/ then work in perfect harmony 
\\ithiiim, true loyalty to patient, pbysi. 
cian and yourself would lead you to free 
yourself from such a situation. 


At least this is the kind of loynlty that 


we should look for in a faitliiul, selfre. 
.specting man in business life. 
But we 


must all remember that m whatever walks 
ot life we are lead our chicl or leader, 
from a high plane of knowledge ci exper- 
ience, may see clearly what is obsi-ure or 
unknown to us, and it is not required of 
him to explain to us all the reasons winch 
govern ht« decisions.

Coins** Would OHypl* Vs. 


Tbe following extract from a speech 


of the late Juuies G. Blaiao shows clear- 
ly tho inevitable effect of free silver 
coinage by the United States: 


If wo coin a silver dollar of full legal 


tender, obviously below the current 
value of the gold dollar, we are simply 
opening oar doors and inviting Europe 
to take onr gold. With onr gold Sowing 
out from us we sliiill be forced to the 
single atatuUrd, aud our relations with 
the leading commeroiil countries of the 
world will be not only embarrassed, but 
crippled. 


The question before congress, then— 


sharply defined in tba pending house 
bill—is whether it is now safe aud ex- 
pedient to offer free coinage to the sil- 
ver' dollar of 413J< grains, with the 
mints of the Latin union closed and 
Germany, not permitting silver to be 
coined' as money. At current rates of 
silver the free coinage of a dollar con- 
taining 412Jj, grain*, worth in gold 
abont S3 orate, gives an illegitimate 
profit to the owner of the bnlhon, en- 
abl:r>g him to take 02 rents' worth of it 
to the nnut and get it stamped as coin 
'and force his mightier to take it for a 
full dollar. This is au unfair advantage 
which the government haa no right to 
Kirs to the owner of silver bullion and 
which defrauds the man who is forced 
to take the dollar. 


It Rinnrcdly follows that if wa give 


free coinage to this dollar of inferior 
Value nnd pnt it in circulation, we do 
so at the expense c-f car better coinage 
in gold, and cnless we expect the inva- 
riable experience of other nations to be 
in some mysterious way suspended for 
onr peculiar benefit, we inevitably loss 
onr gold coin. It will flow oat from us 
with the certainty and with the force 
of the tides. What gain, therefore, 
should we make for the circulating me- 
dium if on opening the gate for silver 
to flow in we open a still wider gate fox 
gold to flow out? 


Assurances from empirics and scien- 


tists iu finance that, in rsmonatixing 
the former dollar we at once and per- 
manently advance its value to a par 
with gold, are worth little in the faoa 
of opposition and controlling facts. 
' 


The first effect of issuing any silver 


dollar that will pay onitom dues and 
interest on the pnblio debt will un- 
doubtedly be to raise it to a practical 
equality with gold, lint that condition 
will laftt only until the amount needfnl 
for customs shall fill the channels of ita 
ose, and the overflow going into general 
circulation will rapidly sattlo to its nor- 
mal and actual value, and then the dis- 
count will come on the volume of the 
paper currency, which will sink, pari 
passn, with the si Ivor dollar in which it 
is made redeemable. 


That remonetization will have a con- 


siderable effect in advancing the value 
of the silver dollar is very probable, but 
not enough to overcome the difference 
now existing—a difference resulting 
from the causes independent of onr con- 
trol in the United States.
